Ijot us turn baok to Norfolk, Va.,
which was tho roal beginning. It is a quaint
out town which tuo voyager soes spread out
lioforo him as ho sails up from Hamptou
ltoads and rounds Bowall's l'olnt into a spa
Clous nnd norfectlv tirotoctnl Iiarlmr. wlmro
tlio largest ships may flud anchorago. Tho
city lies just where tho Kllzaboth rivor comes
dowu to moot tho Chesapeake Within its
own corporato limits it has n population of
about l!i,(j00 j but if, aftor the fashion of
Jiosion, ouo niias to it tuo outlying dopondon.
cios of llramblotou, llcrkoloy, Oosport, Torts-mout- h

and Atlantlo City, wo havo n munici-
pality of no mean proportions. Tho city
boars tho marks of two couturlcn of civiliza-
tion and tho scars of throo wars. Hatty of its
buildings aro curiously old, and its rosidenco
ktrcots of tho tlnio gono by have a slocpy-hollo- w

nlr j but tho general impression which
tho stranger recoives is that of a city willed,
after living for half n century and moro only
In its past, has at last aroused to a lively senso
of its possibilities and advantages, aud is put-tin- g

ou a vigorous and substantial young lifo.
Now wharvos aro building, now businoss
blocTts aro going up, and tho talk of its peo-pl- o

is no longer of what has boon, but of what
is to bo. As a shipping port it has unrivalled
advantages. It has always boon a leading
cotton port, nnd since tho war its lumber
trado from tho North Carolina forests has
grown to immenso proportions. Within oasy
distance of the wharvos groat lumbor mills
aro ccaoolossly cutting tlio forest products Into
ovory shapo that tho trado of tho country de-
mands. The railroad linos, strong in tholr
conlldouco in tho city's future, aro preparing
to tnako it a leading export point for tho grain
of tbo west nnd northwest.

JJut wo should forgot Norfolk's most inter-ostln- g

and novel charactcristio did wo fail to
montion that it lies in tho midst of a great
region of "truck farming" for so tho

businoss is invariably callod
which horo limb its market and shipping
point. Tor miles all about tho city and with-
in easy distouco by rail, tho ono occupation
of tho farmers is tho growing of early a

and small fruits for tho northern mar-
ket. Tho truck season begins, while yet our
northern fields aro locked in snow and ieo,
with lcttuco,asparagusand radinhcs.and pease,
boans, cabbages, potaloos, corn and other
staplo vegetables follow in duo ordor. Tho
strawberry season ends, and cherrlos aro In
tho market by tho end of Hay. Tho soil is
whlto and clayey, and tho natives tell you
with a touch of prido that "thoro isn't a stono
In tho wholo of Norfolk county as big as a
duck's egg."

It was a sceno novor to bo forgotten on that
evening in early May when a veteran Norfolk
journalist (a man tall, erect, dignified, cour-teou-

d an ideal
typo, in short, of tho old Virginia gontleman,
with tho prido of his stato and his family
namo upon him; stood up to givo a cordial
and ituprcssivo welcomo to tho Vankco jour-
nalists, and to assiiro thom that they wero re-
ceived as brothers and not as strangers ; that
every thought of past bitterness had been
wiped out, aud that tho pooplo of Virginia
only asked to bo taken into the hearts of tho
pooplo of tho North oven as Virginians on
their part wero roady and anxious to o

aud striko hands with their brethren
from every soction of n common country.
Tho sentiment was thou a Btrango ono to
our Northern ears, but its genuineness
was unmlslakablo; and afterwards wo hoard
it repeated in so many forms, by so many
men, and on so many occasions, that we
should havo boon unworthy of our Amer-
ican citizenship had wo not como to beliovo
it to bo tho spontaneous and heartfelt senti-
ment of every truo rcDroscutatlvo nf thn
South of

i rom norlolk our routo was directly across
southern Virginia by the Norfolk & Western
road a welhbuilt and trunk
lino via Lynchburg and Itoanoko, and thence
to lltistol on tho Tennessee border, with
through connections to Memnhis. St. I.ouia
and tho great West. To eyes frosh from
I.ow Lngland hills and rocks tho country for
tho first half day out of Nqrfolk has a novel
look, and wo can well understand that in anv
soasou other than wheu tho spring freshness
is upon it, it might seem monotonous and
oven cheerless. To us, howovcr, who had
left chilling cost winds and uakod fields

us only two days boforo, tho day's rido
was a dolightful one, full of eager aud almost
boyish zost. Threo miles out of Norfolk tho
railroad passes through tho northern border
of tho Great Dismal Hwamp, striking across
it for eight or ten miles lu a mathematically
straight lino, lleyond this for nearU'OO miles
tuu route lies continuously through a low,
lovel country, whoso uuvarvint' features In
endless succossion aro n low, stunted under-growt-

with hero and there a stand of large
timber, poauut farms, pine thickets, small
villages, straggling and discouraged-lookin-

and then moro peanut farms, moro pine thick-
ets, moro undergrowth, moro isolated villages

and everywhere tho "nigger and a mule,"
everywhere the pickaninnies, everywhere tbo
pigs. Just at tho timo of our visit tho pea-
nut farmetj wore in robellion and holding
meetings ia protest against tne action of tlio
buyers in decreeing an arbitrary cut in the
prico of tho crop beeausoa shiftless and slov
enly clement among tho growers persisted in
u.iugiug mo - goouers or "grouna-nuis,- " as
they aro locally called, to market without
properly cloaning and assorting them.

On this day's ride it was wo mado our first
aequaintauco with tbo southern pig. At
first ho was a novelty and wo made him tho
butt of all manner of alleged jokes and sup-
posed witticisms, but it soon bocamo evident
that he was an indigenous product, native to
tho soil and inseparable from it, and wo camo
to accopt his presence just as naturally as we
did that of tho air, the water, tbo trees, tho
men and women and tho pickaninnies. In
ovory town and village, on tho outskirts of
every city, m ovory cleannc and thicket, on
every farm and field, in ovory highway and
uyway, in mo most impossible ana unexpect-
ed places, ho inevitably and Invariably turns
up, always sereno, always imperturbable, al-

ways and master of the situa-
tion, always with an interrogation point in his
cunning eye.as if ho Bold, "Hero I aui.and what
aro you going to do about it f" Always bo is
long and thin and loan long-
headed, From his
birth till his courso is run ho foragosfor him-
self, and to his credit bo it said that whon ho
comes to tho table with o accompanl-mon- t

ho is always so palatable and toothsomo
as to put to Iho blush his pampered kinsman
of tho north.

Hero as elsowhcro in tho farming soctions
passed ovor tho houses aro of an almost inva-
riable typo, and too often they givo small
idoa of native thrift and home comfort. Tbo
material is of small logs, usually bown, with
tho crovices filled in with mud or mortar.
Without excoption the chimney is built out-
side, at ono end, and is laid up with stones or
brick somotimes with sticks and clay, In
hundreds of tboso dwellings of tho poorer
class not a squaro Inch of glass is to be soon,
and often not oven an opening for a window.
Sometimes they have white and sometimes
black occupants. If tho latter, tho Hock of
pickaninnies of assorted sizes is as inevitablo
and as cbaractnristio as Is the drovo of pigs.
To descriho tho fuuuy carts,
mado often of rough poles cut in tho nearost
thlckot, and the antiquated wagons which form
tho only visible moans of local conveyance in
these rural districts, would require an artist's
ponoll to go along with tho scribbler's pen.

Throughout the day it was a delight often
repeated to study the motley crowds that
gatherod about tho railroad stations in the lit.
tlo villagos. Life eooined a perpotual loafing-da- y

for blaoks aud whltos. A resident Vir-
ginian remarked to us that if, in ono of theso
villagos, there wero, say 2.10 inhabitants, 2111

of thorn would always bo found at the statlou
whon the train came, and the missing ono
would be at home only becauso ho was too
sick or too lame to got away.

As wo near and pass llurkovillo wo bogin to
realize that the low, flat country is loft

and the white, clayey soilgivos placo to
the rod soil which is to bo a familiar foat-ur- e

in tho landscape for many days to como.
Not far boyond wo pass tho picturcsquo
"long bridgo," a substantial Iron structure
which spans a lovely, fertilo valley a mllo
wido. At cither end and in the vicinity are
earthworks, remindors of the anxious days of
'G I and '05, and a few stations beyond is Ap-
pomattox. To tho the houso
whero Leo's articles of surrender wero signed
Is pointed out within a btono's throw of the

station, but tho actual place of tho surrender.
as told us by the conductor of the train, a man
who woro tho gray aud saw his share of tho
fiehtiuK, Is two or threo miles away.

At Lynchburg we begin to roallzu that wo
aro in tho llluo ltldge foot bills. The ooun-tr- y

grows rugged and broken, the farms show
hotter cultivation, and there Is an air of thrift
and comfort about tho Wo
climb tip tho mountain at a breezy pace in
splto of tho heavy grades the Peaks of Otter,
tbo highest of tbo llluo llidge chain, are lu
full view and the scenery grows to ho grand
beyond description. From tho platform of
the rear car of the tram tbo negro biakeman,
an intolligeut, qulot, man,
points out the mountain cloarlucs. which ex- -
tond clear to tho summits, aud tells us they
aro tobacco farms whero sotno of tbo best leaf
in tho country is raised, and which he Bays he
has saen sold for an even dollar a pound lust
as it lett tbo barns. Two successive crops can
bo raised after tho limber is clesred oil, and
men tno lami must bo given a rosl uy a rota-
tion of crops nnd bronchi uu with fertilizers.
Ho tells us that tho tobacco and othor farming
Is about equally shared by tho blacks and
whites that tho blaoks aro doing well, many
of thom owning land in their own right, or
saving somotulng Irom rarming on shares.
Wu ask him if they voto as thoy ploaso, and
ho answers, "Yos, and somo voto ono way
and somo another." "

Directly wo havo reached llluo ltidgo
Springs, tbo highest point rcachod by tbo
railroad, and then wo go bowling down tho
mountain. Wn aro at itoanoko beforo sunset,
but the darkness is upon us beforo wo havo
cllmbi d the Allcghanics, and daylight finds
us tu iennoHsec, a stato whoso warm-hoarte-

open handod pooplo and boundloBs natural re-
sources bavo many surprises in store for us.

Xew Orlruna Eliosltlon IBtlllilltlfi;.
The llostou Herald says that tho main build-

ing of tho Now Orleans exhibition is in socio
respects tho most rnmatkable edifico over
built in this country. It is much tho largest
exposition building over orcclod in tho world.
Tho archltoct has succeodod, at a moderate
cost, In producing tho largost singlu room,
every part of which can bo soon from any
point, of which thoro is any knowledge. Tho
building is 1 U78 foot long by U0. feet wido,
and covers 113 acres, or 11 acres more than
the Philadelphia Ccntenuial Exposition of
1H7C Thero aro l,;."ii),;iw squaro feet of
floor space, including gallory. Tho reader
may form a bettor impression of tho vast di-
mensions of tho structure by imagining throe
ordinary city blocks ono way and five tho oth-
er covered by a 6olid roof. And, If ho chooses
to allow his fancy to carry him still farthor.he
can picturo a monster panorama of tho
world's Industry, extending beforo his vision
uninterrupted by a single object except tho
supports.

Tho activo commercial rivalry of the differ-
ent sections is aptly shown by the distribu-
tion of contracts for tho materials. The
roof, which will covor 1,000,000 square feet,
is being mado in Cincinnati. The window
sashes como from Milwaukee, Wis. The
glazing will bo dono by St. Louis parties.
Four thousand kegs of nails are beiog ship-
ped from Wheeling, W. Va. Nino million
foct of Mississippi lumber will bo consumed.
A massive group in bronzs', typical of Ameri-ca- ,

to bo placed ovor the main entrance, is
being mado at Canton, O., as aro also a stat-
ue of Washington and Columbus, and coats
of arms of all tho states, which will appear
iu medallion form as part of the exterior orn-
amentation. Finely modeled cornices aro being
mado at New Orleans. The building will bo
CM foct high, with a tower 115 fcot high, and
tho architect has been fortunato in rerrdcring
the exterior unique and attractive. A plat-
form will be erocted on tho towor, reached by
elevators, from which visitors may have an
exceptionally fine view of tho city of New
Orleans, tho exposition grounds, the Mississ-
ippi river, and tho surrounding country.
Thero will bo ono lino of gallery extending
around tho entiro circumference of tho build-
ing, to which visitors will bo carried by 'M
steam and hydraulic elevators, representing
all tbo manufacturers of those conveyances
in this country.

The musio hall, situated in tho centre of
tho building, will be 'Mi feet wido, and will
comfortably Beat 11,000 persons. A plat,
form is being built for (100 musicians. To
light tho building with iucandoscent lamps
will requlro li",000 lights and 1,800 horse
power. To light with the arc system will

71 X) lamps, and 700 horto power to op-
erate tho dynamo. Tho total steam required
for lighting and for tho machinery hall will
bo at toast .1,000 horso power. In this o

is included tho power for five aro lights
of as.OOO candle power each, which will light
tbo grounds. Theso aro the lamest slntla
lamps over constructed. Tho cost of this
great structure, lacking no single desirable
icaturo for the purposo intended, will only
bo about $l(Xi,onO, and tho other buildings
will bo proportionately inexpensive.

A Shockiso and Umquc TnanEDi is ro- -

portoil from Franco. Tho prinoipal actor
was M. Anglicus, a nativo of Itolgium, who
had been established for somo yoars as a mer-
chant at Calais and had becomo rich.

The Wobuon the Panama Canal. In the
eyes of tho American correspondents tho ca-

nal work at Panama is conducted upon very
oriental if not modioval notions of the value
of timo aud money. The clerks who kcop
tho books rido out daily In carriages with
colored drivers and sometlmos footmen, all
at tho company's expense ; whilo the manag-
er lives in a porfect palaco filled with import-
ed furniture, and has at bis command four
carriages and a private palaoo car. Negro
laborers get from 2 to $3 per day when
working for tho company aud about 10 per
ceut less in tbo oriploy of tbo contractors.
Tho experiouco of tho American contractors
is that tho terms granted them aro vory low
indeed, whilo tho French contractors aro
picking fat plums. Ono Fronohman is about
returning to Paris with $45,000 the earn,
lugs of a contract. It will bo
impossible to completo tho canal in the time
Indicated by Do Losseps, 1888. It will cer-
tainly bo eight years before tho wators of tho
two oceans will moot at tho isthmus. Tho
French eugiuoors havo at last given up tho
uotiou of n canal as purely a vision
of absurd engineering. When Do Losseps
was taking in mnuoy for tho project ho scout-
ed tho opinion of American engiuoors that a
soa level was impossible. Surveys made in
iu the early part of tho century fully demon-
strated this, and now tho Fronchmen begin
to seo tbo mistako tbemselvos.

lion- - to Hung-- a Hammock.
A good rnlo is to fasten the hook for the

head of the hammock six feet three inches
from the ground or floor, and tho lower end
three feet three Inches. Tbe distance be-
tween tbo two should be eighteen or twenty
feet, though fifteen feet will answor. Tbe
longer ropo should be at the bottom end, as
this makes swinging much easier and more
agreeable. For outdoor use, when two trees
are not available, the hook for the bead may
be fastened upon tbe tree or tbe ropo tied to
it, and a post set in the ground at the requlr-o- d

distanoo for the lower ond. In this man-
ner, shade can be seoured though tho lounger
be tho possessor of but a single tree. Tbe
fastenings and the ropo should be strong and
seoure beyond a peradventure ; and if the
hammock is to be used by young children, It
should be hung very near the ground, that
tho inevitable tumbles and spiUings may be
as harmless as possible. The olosely woven
hammocks are best, as they do not catch the
buttons nor wear out so quickly.
